The Pennsylvania Railroad company 
has decided that if it cannot insure all 
its employes it will not undertake to in- 
sure any of them. 
This will be a satis- 
faction to those organizations which have 
been beforehand in establishing mutual 
beneficial associations under their own 
control. 
It will, however, be unfortu- 
nate for the stragglers—the large body 
of unorganized employes who 
either 
from unthrift or lack of opportunity do 
not resolve themselves into self-protect- 
ing brotherhoods. 
I t will also be un- 
fortunate for the company, 
which 
loses the chance to make itself usefui, 
and to tie to its fortunes by a bond 
of interest the whole body of men 
who keqp its wheels moving. An official 
of the Pennsylvania lines says the oppo- 
sition to the association was sprung and 
pushed ahead by the Brotherhood of Lo- 
comotive engineers, who had conceived 
the idea that this was a step taken by 
this gigantic corporation to undermine 
tiie Brotherhood association. 
The fact 
that the Pennsylvania railroad company 
proposed to pay its full share of the as- 
sessment made for the relief of employes 
seems to have cut no figure in the eyes 
of the opponents of the scheme. The 
opposition shown by employes to the 
Pennsylvania relief fund has kindled dis- 
satisfaction among the employes of the 
Baltimore and Ohio, and they are look- 
ing around for some way to get out of 
their similar society. 
A bill will be in- 
troduced into the Maryland legislature 
compelling the company to refund to 
employes leaving its services, as an 
initiatory step, all payments made to the 
relief association. 


Charles E. Pugh, general manager of 
the Pennsylvania lines east of Pittsburg, 
who has taken so much interest in the 
establishment of a Relief association, is 
but forty-five years old and has risen 
through every grade of promotion, won 
by ability and the force of his own tal- 
ents, from a brakeman to his present 
eaponsible poeition. 
I t is said 
that 
Brakeman Pugh showed such marked 
ability in his then humble station that 
everybody on his train always tried to 
disembark by the steps where he ofii- 
ciated. He has also been a station agent, 
a passenger conductor, and, in 1864, be- 
came the train dispatcher of the Phila- 
delphia division. 
From 1870 to 1879 he 
was general agent of the Pennsylvania 
for Philadelphia, then became general 
superintendent, 
with headquarters at 
Altoona, and has been general manager 
since October 1, 1882.

ST. LOUIS, March 9.— The most im- 
portant and serious development of the 
strike is its extension to the yard and 
switchmen of the bridge and 
tunnel 
company. 
This move includes all the 
employes of tbe company, except en- 
gineers and firemen, superintendent of 
transfer, and three yardmasters, who will 
make an attempt to transfer as usual. 


The significance of this departure can 
be better understood when it is known 
that 225 men are employed in handling 
traffic which passes over the bridge, and 
it is not possible for four men at each 
end of the bridge to throw switches and 
perform other duties incident to the busi- 
ness. 


TKAFFIG STOPPED. 


ST. LOUIS, March 9—Freight trafiic 
over the bridge is entirely suspended. 
All the passenger trains from the east 
aud west have succeeded in starting out 
this morning, but all have been more or 
less delayed on account of the difficulty 
the few men in the yards and depot ex- 
perience in making up trains. 


OFFICE MEN PAID OFF. 


ST. LOUIS, March 9.—The managers 
of the Missouri Pacific road have noti- 
fied their clerks heie that they were re- 
lieved from duty indefinitely. The order 
affects sixty telegraph operators and 200 
office clerks. 


CLBAB THE DEPOT. 


LITTIIE EGCK, March 9.—This morn- 
ing the Iron Mountain railroad mana- 
gers discharged twenty-five truckers, all 
the freight clerks and notified the trans- 
fer companies to clear the depot of all 
freight. 


ALL QUIET.

In 1872, the earliest year of which full 
details are given in the general annual 
return, the total number of men fined 
was 26,111, the number of fines inflicted 
was 51,501, and the percentage of fines 
per 1,000 men 281. From that time un- 
til 1880 a steady and almost continuous 
decrease went on, the percentage fall- 
ing to 225. In the follo^ving year, how- 
ever, there was a rise to 243, and this 
figure has been maintained ever since. 
It appears that the fining system does 
not exercise much 
deterrent effect on 
the "habitual-drunkard" class—that is, 
those who are drunk four times or more 
within 
twelve 
calendar 
months. 
In 
1884, the last year dealt with in the ta- 
ble, 1,418 men were fined four times, 
779 five times, 379 six times, 180 seven 
times, 
57 eight 
times, 
and 29 nine 
times. 
No 
doul.^, too, most of these 
toilers often OSCMJU' undetected, so that 
the figures do not L;ive a com])lete pic- 
ture of the hard 
drinking still unfor- 
tunately so prevalent in the array. 
It 
seems open to (juestion Avhether an ex- 
l>eriment should not b(> tried witli some 
other form of piinisliment than fines, in 
eases 
where 
the lati^er 
method 
has 
j)r()ved inetfeetual :is a deterrent. 
The 
"habitual drunkard" is not only a bad 
character in himself. 
but his 
per- 
nicious example exorcises a most inju- 
rious eflect among the younger soldiers.

C m r OF MEXICO, Feb. 12.—I have a lovely 
room on the azoteo roof. 
All roofs are flat 
in this country, a-s in Havana, 
On the 
south side is a public garden, filled with 
trees and 
flowers—laden 
though with dust 
I should think tbey have even less rain here 
in the dry sea.son than in Havana. 
The sun 
may set in dark clouds, rise in heavy clouds, 
and during the day dark clouds may cover 
the sky, and I say: 
"It will rain in a short 
time, will it not? I had better not go out." 
The answer always, is: 
''Oh, no, it never 
rains at this season." 
it is amusin;? to see 
with what confidence they speak, when the 
signs are all to the contrary. 
They add: 
"It may snow, but it will not rain." To 
hear them predicc snow when the leaves are 
green, and with one's hands full of violets 
just gathered from the garden, is as in- 
credible to one as that the clouds do not 
portend rain. 


The houses belonging to the wealthy class 
are palat al residences, two stories high, 
with a court in the center; the rooms built 
on the four sides, all communicating bv 
doors and opening on verandas, in which 
are rare plants and bird.s. 
The rooms on 
the south side have all the benetits of the 
FUn and are lovely, carpeted with the most 
expensive carpets, chairs and sofas, covered 
with satin damask, elegant and exjjensive 
inlaid tables, exquisite vases and superb 
hangings. 
In short, in this city, so far from 
the civilization of Paris and London, one 
finds nothing 
wanting; but the 
greatest 
displays of wealth are the mirrors—mirrors 
corresponding in size with ihe parlors, and 
they are superb, and four and six in a room. 


I have never seen mirrors of such size 
in the wealthiest 
houses in the states. 
Imagine these mirrors and costly articles 
being brought from Vera Cruz to the City of 
Mexico on the backs of mules, before the 
English (lid the Mexicans the favor to build 
the railroad for them. 
The lower rooms are 
occupied by the men 
servants and 
their 
families and for carriage 
houses and 
stables 
The rooms frontinc; on the street 
are generally occupied as places of business. 
In these lower rooms the sun never enters, 
bein^ completely sh ided by the veranda of 
the upper storv, and, having no fires, are ex- 
ceedii glv «old and damp. 
The nails a r e 
stained with the flamimess two or three feet 
from the floor. In such places most of the 
basiiiesc men spend their livs. 
I shook 
hands several times with gentlemen in these 
offices, and their hands were as cold as ice. 
If you express surprise, in a cold, damp day, 
that Ihev do uo! warm their buil(lin:;s by 
artificial heat, they roph': "Goin:; from a 
warm atmosphere to a eolil one in the street 
would be sure to ;;ive one the 
pneumonia." 
Was ever ;;ny ido i so absurd! 
Deaths by 
typhoii piieunionia ai-e quite as common as 
in thi' state-. 
'i hn houses belongin.^ to the 
middle clas-, are l.uiIt on th" ground 
floor, 
and only on one s de of au inclosuro. 


The entrances from tho street, the same 
for the family horses 
and carriages, a r e 
immense doors. 
They opou on the garden, 
and the rooms occupieil by the family are 
strung along one after another on one side 
of the inoiosure, 
coznmencing 
with t h e 
parlor and ending; in the kitchen, 
stable, 
etc. 
1 here is no hall. If you wish to avoid 
passing through a room, or if you find the 
door fi^tene.l, you must go into the j'ard to 
pass on. 
In rainy weather 1 pasi my time 
in bed. to keep warm and dry. 
Fur days I 
do not leave my bed. The native iadies wrap 
themsel'fes in shauls, and the deliciite ones 
remain in bed, and this "is the finest climate 
in the world,'' at least so Alexander Humboldt 
pronounced it. But on-j could be «ufticienily, 
or, rather, entirely conifortuble it one could 
have a lii-e. 
They sav people do not live to 
an old age in Mexico. I have a memorandum 
dated March 5. i t says t h a t neai'ly three 
weeks ago it commenced to rain and it has 
continued to rain ever since, both day and 
night. 
One day it snowed; they said tho 
mountains were white. 
Think of remaining 
neai ly three weeks in bed only to keep warm 
and dry. 
But I must be contxjnte l and re- 
member that; I a m realizins: a dream, or, 
rather hope, of almost a life time, to see the 
'city of Mexico. 
1 assure you, for one, that 
it has not the finest climate in the world. 
Give ni,e tho hot suns and deli^chtful sea 
breezes of Cuba. 
The natives say t o me 
when I complain of the cold: ' Oh, wait un- 
til April." 
Bat in the meantime I am abso- 
lutely suffering; I have rheumatic pains for 
the fir«t time in my life, and .a bad 
cough. 
Just believe that, for the present, i a m

VV^hen you come to Mexico, 
don't come in the winter months.

Carriage hire is very

able—half a dollar an hour—and if you oc- 
cupy one a little less than an hour, the 
driver is willing to take t'.veuty-five cents. 


I have not been to church recently, for 
with the doors all open I feel so much draft 
that I have had an increa-se of my cold each 
time that 1 have ventured to go. 
Perhaps 
I cou d hnd a sheltered spot in the cathedral, 
but bounets are not allowed there. There is 
one thing that greatly ijiLerest-s me here: that 
is to see the churches open all tho day and 
every day <)f the 
week, and the people 
in and out ni, a.11 hours of the day. 
.The cooks f^o iu v^ i ih their market baskets, 
tlje nur.ses with the cliildren, young and ol<l 
la<lie.i are constantly 
going in .and out. 
especially in the middle of the day. On 
Sundays the church -s are literally packed, 
and crowds who cannot find room inside 
are kneeling outsid<> on th • pavement, and 
there are lour masses, if not more, every 
morning. 
They certainly are very devoted 
I have never, anywhere, seen such an ai>- 
pearance of 
devonon 
during 
religious 
exercises as is appanmt in ih s country, 
both in the rit-h and poor. 
None seem to 
stay away for want of a new dre.s.s, or even 
for want of a clean one. 


The beggars (yon have never .seen such 
horrid, 
dirty-looking creatures) go in, in 
their filth and rags—outwardly; but the one 
who looks at the heart, and not at outside 
appearance, may sej many an angelic dis- 
position and clean heart under this humble 
guise. 
A lady enters clothed in velvet and 
lace, and kneels down by the side of one of 
these miserable-looking creatures. 
The men 
almost all raise their hats in passing a 
church here; there is no false or wicked 
shame in acknowledging a belief in a Su- 
preme Being and in a Saviour. 
How much 
it pains mo and how sad it makes me oft n 
to see so much forgetfulness (which amounts 
to practical infidelity) among our 
young 
men in tbe states, 
it occasions 'almost sur- 
prise to meet with a young man who has 
tbs courage to «zpress a Christian b»- 


If«f o r aoknowledge 
that h e takes any 
particular interest iu religion. 
I admire 
the English in this respect. 
Their young 
men are Christians so far as being members 
of the Episcopal church, and thinking it no 
shame, but a duty, to attend the services of 
the church. 
Even if their piety is not of the 
strictest sort, it gives them a dignity of 
manner, a stability of character; for there 
is no genius, no character, however exalted, 
that dcjes not need the perfection that can 
only be obtained by converse 
with the 
Creator in prayer.

While ihe elite and fashionable were 
last night witnessing the presentation of 
Mollicker's "Black Hussar" by the John 
A. McCaull opera comique company, 
little did they dream that Col. McCaull 
was in the Philadelphia courts, striving 
to prevent Sydney Bosenfeld from ob- 
taining an injunction to stay its further 
production. Bosenfeld, the musical com- 
poser, and Herman Nunnen^acher, of 
Milwaukee, have been harassing the 
McCaull company, and they sent tele- 
grams to Manager Simonson, asking him 
to refuse the opera a date at the Temple. 
No attention was paid to the matter, and 
tiring of the abuse, Mr, McCaull went 
into court yesterday and testified that 
Bosenfeld had been in his employ at dif- 
ferent times, the last time from about 
the middle of October, 1884, until the 
last week in April, 1885. 
Bosenfeld 
was in the employ of McCaull up to 
within three days of the production of 
the "Black Hussar," which was trans- 
lated by him for the witness in the line 
of his employment. 
It was first pro- 
duced on the Ist of May at Wallask's 
theatre, in New York, and it ran one 
hundred and four nights. 
The company 
went to Cincinnati, after that to Milwau- 
kee and then to Chicago, and Bosenfeld 
undertook to stop the production by in- 
junction in these cities, as he had done in 
New York, and failed. 
He claimed the 
right to everything in connection with 
the "Black Hussar." 
After a series of 
haraesments Mr. Bosenfeld went to the 
witness and asked him for $500 to get 
his "Mikado" company out of town. 
The witness said he would give him $500 
in consideration of his withdrawing all 
claim to the "Black Hussar." Mr. 
Bosenfeld said he would do it with the 
consent of Mr. Nunnemacher, 
After 
Mr. Bosenfeld had seen Mr, Nunne- 
macher the former came to the witness 
and said: 
' 'Will you give me $600?" and 
the witness replied: 
" I will not give 
you six hundred cents," Mr. Rosenfeld 
then replied: 
"We ^\i]l follow you 
wherever you go and bring suit against 
you." Since then he had sent telegrams 
to different cities stating that he would 
hold the managers responsible if they 
permitted the "Black Hussar" to be 
played. 
The judge held Bosenfeld for 
malicious prosecution, and he was re- 
manded late last night for trial before a 
jury.

Crnr OF MEXICO, Feb. 12.—I havo a lovely 


room on tho nzoteo roof. 
All roofs are fiat 


in this country, as in Havana. 
On the 


south side is a public garden, filled with 
trees and flowers—laden though with dust. 
I should think they have even less rain hern 
in tho dry soason than in Havana. Tho suu 
may set in durk clouds, rise in heavy clouds, 
and during tho day dark clouds may covor 
Las sky, and I say: "It will'ruin iu a short 
Lime, will it not? I had bettor not go out." 
The answer always. Is: ''Oh, no, it uever 
rains at this soason." Jt is amusing to soo 
with, what confidence they speak, when tho 
;igns are all to the contrary. They add: 
"It may snow, but It will not rain." To 


• them predict. SHOW when the leaves nro 


green, and with ono's hands full of violets 
just gathered from the garden, is ai in- 
credible to one as that tho clouds do not 
portend rain. 


The houses belonging to the wealthy class 


are palatial residences, two stories high, 


ith a court in tho center; the rooms built 


on tho four sides, all communicatm^ by 
doors and opening on verandas, hi which 
aro rare plants and birds. The rooms on 
the south side have alt the benefits of the 
«mi and are lovely, carpeted with the most 
expensive carpets, chairs and sofas, covered 
with satin damask, elegant and expensive 
inlaid tables, exquisite vases and superb 
longings. In short, in this city, EO far from 
-he civilization of Paris and London, ono 
inds nothing wanting; but tho greatest 
displays oC wealth are the mirrors—mirrors 
corresponding in niza- with tho parlors, and 
;hoy aro superb, and four and six in a room. 


I have never seen mirrors of such size 


in tho wealthiest houses in the states. 
Imagine these mirrors and costly articles 


ig brought; from Vera Cruz to tho City of! 


Mexico on'the backs of mules, beforn the 
English did tho Mexicans the favor to build 
the railroad for them. The lower rooms are 
occupied by the men servants and their 
'amiliee and for 
carriage houses and 


itnbles 
Tho rooms fronting on tho street 


nro generally occupied KB places of business, 
"u these lower rooms the sun never enters. 
jciiiK completely sh-uled-by tho verandn of 
iho upper story, and, having no fires, aro ox- 
ceedingly fold and dump. The walls are 
stained with the dampness two or thrco feet 
'roni tho floor. 
In such places most o£ tho 


3U.sine.Si men spend their livi^s. 
I shook 


_dii several times with gentlemen in these 


ofilces. aud thoir hands were as cold ns ice. 
If you express surprise. In a cold, damp duv, 
that they do uot warm their buildings by 
artificial heat, they reply:' "Goin? from a 
warm^itmuspuure to n cold 0110 in tho street; 


mid be sure to ^Ivo ono the pneumonia," 


"Was over itny idei so absurd! IJontlis by 
tvphoirl pneumonia aro quite as common ns 
in tin- «tate% 
The houses belonging to tho 


rldle class nro built on the ground floor, 


and only on ono s do of au iuclosun.'. 


Thn entrances from tho street, tho same 


for the family horses nnd carriages, are 
immense doors. They opnti on tho garden, 
and tho rooms occupied by the family are 


u$ along one aftor another on ono side 


of the iuclosuro, commencing with the 
parlor and ending in tho kitclmn, stable, 
etc. There is no hnll. If you wish to avoid 
passing through a room, or if yon find tho 
door fastened, you must go into the yard to 
pass on. In rainy weather 1 pas^s my time 
in bnd. to keep warm and dry. 
For days I 


do not leave my bud. Tho uativo ladies wrap 


inaelv'fls in shawls, and tho delicate ones 


remain in bed, and this "is the finest climate 
in tho world," at leant so Alexander Hmnboldt 
pronounced it. But ono could bu tiutUciuntly, 


-, rut.hftr. entirely comfortable if ono could 


hnvo a lire. They say pooplo do not live to 
an old ago in Mexico. 1 havo a memorandum 
dated March 5. It says that nearly three 
weeks ago it commenced to rain and it has 
•.ontinuod to rain ever since, both day and 
night. One day it snowed; they said tho 
noimtnins woro white. Think of remaining 
nearly three weeks in bod only to keap warm 
and dry. 
But I must bo contented and re- 


member that I am realizing n drcatn, or, 
father hope, o£ almost a life timo, to soo tho 
City of Mexico. I assure you, for one," that 
it/tax no* tho finest climate in the world. 
Give mo tlio hot turns and delightful seu 
breezes of Cuba. The natives say to me 
whon I complain of the cold: "Oh, wait un- 
til April." But in the irmantimft I am abso- 
lutely suffering; I have rheumatic pains for 
tho first timo iu my life, and a had cough. 
Just believe that, for tho present, i am 
heartily sick of my visit to .Mexico, a ttlthy, 
dusty city in dry weather, and no western 
town, in tho wild woods, in more muddy in 
wet weather. 
Wheu you come to Mexico, 


don't come in the winter mouths. 
Remem- 


ber! T\io sidewalks are never swept. I was 
caught in a wind storm on tho streot oue 
dnjF in tlio dry snnson, and had totiko refuge 
in a butch-r's shop. The dust rose above 
the two-story bourn* in such quantity that 
tho opposite side of the street was invisible, 
Tlio Mexican Indian seldom, thn wealthy 
never, wall; iheir dusty streets. Many ladies 
are on tho streets, but they nro mostly 
foreigners. .Carriage hire- is very reason- 
able—half u dollar an hour—.iiid if you oc- 
cupy nne a little less than an hour, tho 
driver is willing to take tuonty-fivo coats. 


I Imyfl not been to church roamtly, for 


with tlio doors all open I feel so much draft, 
that I have i.ad im increase of my cold each 
time that I have ventured to RO. Perhaps 
I cou.d lind a sheltered spot in tins cathedral, 
but bonuoU aro not allowed there. Thoro is 
one thing tli;it pre:itly interests mo hero: that 
t<\ to see tho ohurcIiM open all tho day and 
every day of the wook, nnd tlio people 
inning in and out at all hours of the day. 
Tho cooks go in with thuir market baskets, 
"ilifi iuir.-rn with thi> children, youn^ and old 
la-Mo.* are constantly going in and out, 
c»pocin.lly in tho middle of tho <i«y.
